A Strong Talk for the Favorite Son of 
Missouri. 


Paul Jones of Arkansas was introduced 
to make another plea for Bland. 

The strife of friends and foes which never

The Notorious Texas County Outlaw

William Renfro, the last of the Southeast 
Missouri moonshiners, has been run to 
cover. He was arrested by Deputy United

was lodged in the St. Louis jail on Friday 
morning.

Renfro has given the officers more trouble 
than any of the rest of the notorious gang 
which as made moonshine whisky in 
Southeast Missouri. For more than two 
years the officers have been after him. 
Whenever they invaded the moonshine re- 
gion, Renfro would take to the mountains 
and hide in some of the numerous caves. 
He knew every foot of ground in the south- 
eastern part of the State and had hundreds 
of places where he could conceal himself 
and where the officers would never find 


him. 

When he saw that he was covered, Ren- 
fro said that he was tired of being an putlaw 
and was ready to submit to punishment. 
He is a powerful fellow, six fegt tall, 
straight as an arrow and with wonderful 
powers of endurance. He is scarcely 
years old and says when he serves his 
term in the penitentiary, which he is cer- 
tain is in store for him, he will return to 
Texas County and spend the remainder of 
his days at work on the farm.

Literal Sense to Forest 
Park. 


The Park Commissioner, under his calm 
and distinguished exterior, conceals a bur- 
den of trouble calculated to make an or- 
dinary man throw up his job. 

It is all on account of dogs. Dogs invade 
Forest Park from all sides. The other night, 


one dog out of the thousands who recreate 
in the park, dispatched forty-seven rabbits 
which were kept in a pen. 

“The public is writing to the Commission- 
2 telling him what to do, but not how to 

do it. One eitizen suggests shooting. and 
another, who owns dogs, says if his dog 
is shot he will hold the Commissfner per- 
sonally responsible. 

Forest Park has six miles of outside 
edge and no fence anywhere along that six 
miles of front.

DAISY PRIE’S MURDERER HIDING 
IN THE COUNTY WOODS. 


DETECTIVES ON His TRAIL. 


Two of Desmond’s Men Would Have 
Caught Him Had Not a Farmer 
Tipped the Murderer Off. 


Charles Hunt Reéd, the supposed mur- 
derer of his mistress, Theresa Schaffier, 
Palias Daisy Prie, was located at Creve 
Coeur Lake Thursday, and would have been 
captured had he not been informed of the 
approach of the officers in time to get away. 

Detectives King and Howard went over 
the county and spent all the day and most 
of Thursday night Searching for the sus- 
pected murderer, 

The tip“ on which the detectives went 


out was of authentic origin and proved to 
be the right one. A farmer, a half mile 
east of the lake, recognized Detective How- 
ard, with whom he was acquainted, and 
knowing the whereabouts of Reed, drove 
hufriedly to where he was in hiding and 
warned him of the approach of the officers. 

Detectives Howard and King are always 
at Union Station. Their particular duty is 
to watch all incoming trains for suspicious 
characters and arrest persons wanted who 
are leaving the city. 

They were at the Station at 7:30 o’clock 
Thursday morning when the conductor of a 
Creve Coeur train told them that he knew 
Reed personally and that he had seen him at 
the leks the night before and that Reed had 
asked him not to tell any one that he had 
seen him. 

King telephoned to Police Headquarters 
about the tip and he and Howard were 
given instructions to go out immediately on 
the case. 

There was not another train out until 
after 11 o’clock and they got a buggy with 
two horses and drove out. They stopped at 
several farms on the way and at the farm 
of John Larder they were treated ta several 
glasses of fresh milk. They told their busi- 
ness to the farmer and he said he knew 
Reed and had seen him the night before 
— that he said he was then on his way 

est. 

The detectives continued on toward the 
lake, but Larder hitched up a horse, took 
another road and got there before they 
did. At the lake the officers were told that 
a man answering Reed’s description had 
deen there since Wednesday morning, but 
that he had probably slept somewhere 
in the woods during the night. He had ap- 
peared Thursday morning, took a boat ride 
on the lake and was last seen walking along 
the road over which Larder had come. 

Larder says he did not meet him, but the 
police now believe he did and that he warned 
him to seek cover, as the officers were on his 
trail. The detectives found that Reed had 
been at Larder’s house Wednesday and the 
only object Larder could have in beating the 
detectives to the lake, the officers say, 
would be in finding Reed and warning him 
to keep out of sight. 

Larder could not explain why he had come 
to the lake so unexpectedly. 

The detectives went out on the road on 
which Reed was last seen and traced him to 
a farm two miles to the south of the lake 
where he had gotten something to eat and 
disappeared in the woods back of the house.
